Four Dairy Herd Hocord Keeping
Clubs linvo boon orgnnlzcd within
the Inst two weeks In this county. "If
I'm going to havo to holp dad milk
tho cows ha Is buying I want to know
If they nro making monoy," Is tho
wny ono youthful dairyman ex-

pressed It whon enrolling with one
of thoso clubs.

Knch mombor selects at leant two
cows, either his own or his neigh-
bors, and koops nrcurnto records on
thorn for n period of six months.
Tho rcrord of each cow Includes tho
butlor-fa- t, labor and feed records,
bocausa It Is necessary to havo all
three In nrdor to know exactly what
tho cow Is doing. Tho butter-fa- t re-
cord Is found by weighing and tout-
ing tho milk ovory two wooks. Tho
feed record Is nn estlmnto of tho hay
and pasture, hut nccurato weights of
all grain, root crops, otc, nro made
onco a mouth.

During tho project year, several
trips aro mndo to scoro dairy barns
nnd equipment, nnd n llmltod time Is
spont In Judging dairy cows.
